PROFILES  OF  CHILDREN  ADOPTED  AND  CHILDREN  WHO  RECEIVED 
GUARDIANSHIPS  DURING  FY' 90 


The  contents  of  this  report  describe  the  characteristics  of 
children  who  were  adopted  or  had  guardianships  appointed  during 
FY'90  (July  1,  1989  -  June  30,  1990).   Demographic 
characteristics  include  sex,  ethnicity/race,  preferred  language, 
sibling  group,  and  the  age  of  the  children  at  the  time  the 
adoption  was  legalized  or  the  guardianship  granted.   Also 
included  is  the  type  of  adoptive  home  (unrelated  foster  home, 
relative,  or  recruited) ,  the  amount  of  time  spent  in  substitute 
care  prior  to  the  adoption  or  guardianship,  and  information  on 
adoption  or  guardianship  subsidies.

FY'90 


The  Department  of  Social  Services  (DSS)  was  established  in 
1980  with  a  primary  mission  to  protect  children  and  strengthen 
families.   Families  are  assisted  through  a  variety  of  supportive 
services  aimed  at  creating  a  safe,  nurturing  environment  for 
their  children.   In  some  instances,  neither  in-home  services  nor 
temporary  substitute  care  are  adequate  to  maintain  or  reunite  a 
family.   In  such  cases,  DSS  obtains  permanent  custody  of  the 
child (ren)  and  develops  an  appropriate  permanent  plan  for  the 
child (ren) .   DSS  supports  three  alternative  plans  for  children 
who  cannot  be  returned  home:  adoption,  guardianship,  and 
supervised  independent  living.   The  permanent  plan  outcomes 
analyzed  in  this  statistical  report  are  adoption  and  guardian- 
ship. 


ADOPTION 

In  its  first  year  of  operation,  Fiscal  Year  1981,  DSS 
finalized  523  adoptions.   This  was  a  considerable  increase  (87%) 
over  the  number  completed  in  FY' 80  when  adoptions  were  the 
responsibility  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare.   From  FY' 81 
to  FY' 90,  the  number  of  adoptions  has  fluctuated  between  400  and 
589.

Adoption  activity  is  heavily  determined  by  how  quickly  a  210 
surrender  (termination  of  parental  rights)  can  be  obtained  and 
processed  through  the  court  system. 

During  FY '90,  554  adoptions1  were  legalized  by  DSS  in  the 
following  geographic  locations: 

WEST  =  193 

NORTHEAST  =  158 

SOUTHEAST  =  99 

BOSTON/ BROOKLINE  =  97 

During  FY' 90,  Western  Massachusetts  finalized  the  most 
adoptions — an  increase  of  39%  since  FY' 89.   Adoption  activity  in 
the  other  DSS  geographic  locations  declined  since  the  last  fiscal 
year:   Northeastern  Massachusetts  (-19%) ,  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  (-27%) ,  and  Boston/Brookline  (-18%) .   Of  the 
554  children  adopted,  269  (49%)  were  members  of  117  sibling 
groups.   The  number  of  siblings  adopted  rose  by  8%  over  the 
previous  fiscal  year. 


SEX,  AGE,  AND  LOCATION  OF  ADOPTED  CHILDREN 

Although  the  DSS  caseload  consisted  of  an  equal  number  of 
boys  and  girls  in  FY' 90,  more  girls  were  adopted  than  boys  (Table 
1  and  Fig.  1) .   The  age  distribution  of  finalized  adoptions  is 
similar  to  FY' 89.   Ninety-one  percent  of  the  children  adopted  in 
FY' 90  were  12  years  old  or  younger.   Fewer  adoptive  resources  are 
available  for  teenagers. 

From  FY' 89  to  FY' 90,  the  number  of  adoptions  decreased 
statewide  for  virtually  all  the  age  classes  presented  in  Table  2. 
However,  this  was  not  the  case  in  Western  Massachusetts  where  the 
number  of  adoptions  rose  for  children  under  12  years  old. 


LANGUAGE  AND  ETHNICITY 

English  was  identified  as  the  preferred  language  in  83% 
(458)  of  all  adopted  children.   Forty-three  children  (8%)  spoke 
Spanish,  one  spoke  Vietnamese,  and  one  was  listed  as  "Other."   A 
language  was  not  specified  for  fifty-two  children  (9%) .

The  primary  ethnic/racial  categories  of  the  adopted 
children  were:  69%  (382)  white,  12%  (68)  black,  and  11%  (61) 
Hispanic  (Table  3) .   The  remaining  8%  (43)  of  the  children  were 
Portuguese,  Cape  Verdean,  Asian/Pacific  Islander,  or  unspecified. 

The  ethnicity  of  the  adopted  children  also  varies  by  DSS 
geographic  area  (Table  3) .   As  in  the  previous  year,  the  highest 
proportion  of  adopted  black  children  occurred  in  Boston/Brookline 
(45%) — a  10%  increase  from  FY' 89  to  FY' 90.   The  highest 
proportion  of  adopted  Hispanic  children  "shifted"  from 
Northeastern  Massachusetts  in  FY '89  (13%)  to  Western 
Massachusetts  in  FY' 90  (19%) .   This  represents  an  increase  of  10% 
in  the  proportion  of  Hispanic  adoptions  in  Western  Massachusetts 
over  last  year. 

Comparing  adoption  data  for  FY' 85  through  FY '90,  the 
proportion  of  black  children  rose  from  10%  in  FY' 85  to  a  peak 
17-18%  in  FY'87-88  then  dropped  to  12%  in  FY'89-90  (Table  4). 
The  proportion  of  Hispanic  adoptions  has  gone  from  6-8%  in 
FY'85-89  to  11%  in  FY'90. 


TIME  IN  PLACEMENT 

The  median2  time  from  first  placement  to  leaving  placement 
for  adoption  increased  from  2.8  years  in  FY '88  to  3.2  years  in 
FY'90  (Table  5  and  Fig.  2) .   Children  in  placement  for  more  than 
two  years  accounted  for  59%  of  the  total  number  of  adoptions  in 
FY'87.  66%  of  the  total  in  FY'88,  and  75%  of  the  total  in  FY'89- 
90  (Table  5) . 

Ninety-two  percent  of  black  children  adopted  during  FY'90 
were  in  placement  for  two  or  more  years  (Table  5) .   Of  adoptions 
for  Hispanic  and  white  children,  84%  and  70%,  respectively,  spent 
two  or  more  years  in  placement.   Compared  to  FY '89,  21%  more 
black,  2%  less  Hispanic  and  3%  less  white  children  spent  over  two 
years  in  placement  prior  to  legalization  (Tables  6A  and  6B) . 

For  the  FY'90  adoptions,  the  median  length  of  time  from  the 
most  recent  placement  to  legalization  was  1.6  years,  with  67%  of 
the  children  waiting  more  than  one  year  (Fig.  3) . 


2The  median  represents  the  middle  value  of  a  population,  in 
other  words,  half  of  the  children  have  been  in  placement  for  a 
period  of  time  that  is  greater  then  the  median  value  and  half 
have  been  in  placement  for  a  duration  that  is  less  than  the 
median. 


TYPE  OF  ADOPTIVE  HOME 

Fifty-six  percent  of  children  adopted  during  FY '90  were 
adopted  by  unrelated  foster  parents,  12%  by  relatives,  and  29%  by 
families  recruited  as  adoption  resources  (Table  7) .   Boston/ 
Brookline  finalized  the  highest  proportion  of  adoptions  in 
unrelated  foster  homes  (67%) ,  while  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
finalized  the  highest  proportion  of  adoptions  in  recruited  homes 
(53%)  (Table  7) .   Statewide,  sixty-two  percent  of  black  children 
were  adopted  by  an  unrelated  foster  home,  compared  to  55%  of 
white  and  52%  of  Hispanic  children  (Table  8) . 


GUARDIANSHIP 

Guardianship  is  a  permanency  plan  designed  to  provide  a  more 
stable,  positive  environment  to  children  who  cannot  be  returned 
home  or  adopted.   To  be  considered  for  the  program,  a  child  is 
generally  at  least  12  years  old  or  part  of  a  sibling  group  where 
one  sibling  is  12  years  old  or  older.   When  DSS  initiated  its 
guardianship  program  in  FY '85,  54  guardianships  were  finalized. 
Guardianships  have  since  risen  significantly  to  a  peak  of  262  in 
FY'89  (see  table  below).

As  this  table  shows,  guardianship  activity  has  decreased 
10%  since  FY'89.   This  decline  may  be  due  to  fewer  biological 
parents  or  children  consenting  to  the  proposal  of  a  guardianship, 
or  a  higher  number  of  guardianships  being  contested  in  the 
courts. 

The  2  37  guardianships  secured  in  FY' 90  are  presented  by 
geographic  location  in  the  following  table: 

West  =  71 

Northeast  =  59 

Southeast  =  62 

Boston/Brookline  =  45 

Boston/Brookline  was  the  only  geographic  location  with  a  major 
decline  (-37%)  from  FY'89  in  the  number  of  guardianships. 


SEX  AND  AGE 

From  FY'89  to  FY '90,  there  was  a  slight  change  in  the 
proportion  of  males  and  females  receiving  guardians.   Fifty-two 
percent  of  all  guardianships  secured  in  FY' 90  were  for  females 
compared  to  the  4  6%  for  females  in  FY'89  (Table  9) .   There  was 
also  a  shift  to  younger  children;  the  percentage  of  children 
under  12  years  old  went  from  47%  in  FY'89  to  62%  in  FY' 90  (Table 
9) .   The  proportion  of  guardianships  for  males  and  females  age 
12  and  older  dropped  from  43%  and  53%  in  FY'89,  respectively, 


to  34%  and  36%  in  FY' 90.   Apparently,  there  were  more  children 
under  12  years  old  in  the  FY' 90  sibling  groups.   Sibling  group 
totals  for  the  past  two  fiscal  years  are:   124  children  in  52 
sibling  groups  in  FY' 89  and  123  children  in  49  sibling  groups  in 
FY' 90. 


ETHNICITY  AND  LOCATION 

Geographically,  guardianships  completed  in  FY' 90  were 
similar  to  FY' 89  in  three  of  the  DSS  locations.   The  exception, 
Boston/Brookline,  declined  37%  in  the  number  of  completed 
guardianships  (Table  10) . 

Statewide,  the  proportions  of  white,  black,  and  Hispanic 
guardianships  are  similar  to  last  year.   As  with  adoptions,  the 
highest  proportion  of  black  children  with  guardianships  (45%) 
was  in  Boston/Brookline  and  the  highest  proportion  of  Hispanic 
children  with  guardianships  (40%)  was  in  Western  Massachusetts 
(Table  10) . 

Comparing  data  from  FY '87  through  FY' 90  shows  a  decline  in 
the  proportion  of  white  children  with  guardianships  (67%  to  62%) 
but  an  increase  in  the  proportion  of  black  children  with 
guardianships  (19%  to  26%)  (Table  11) .   The  proportion  of 
Hispanic  children  with  guardianships  has  been  at  a  7-8%  level 
for  the  past  two  years. 


TIME  IN  PLACEMENT 

Regulations  state  that  a  child  must  reside  in  the  same 
unrelated  placement  for  one  year  to  be  eligible  for  the 
guardianship  program.   Children  residing  with  relatives  do  not 
have  this  time  requirement. 

Children  who  received  guardianships  during  FY' 90  spent  a 
median  of  1.4  years  from  their  most  recent  placement  to  the 
granting  of  a  guardianship.   Forty  percent  of  these  children 
were  in  placement  for  one  to  two  years  (Fig.  4) . 


ADOPTION  AND  GUARDIANSHIP  SUBSIDY  PROGRAM 

Providing  care  and  medical  attention  can  be  a  huge  burden  for 
adoptive  parents  and  guardians  of  special  needs  children. 
Many  families  and  individuals  who  are  interested  in  becoming 
adoptive  parents  or  guardians  for  these  children  are  unable  to  do 
so  without  financial  assistance.  Subsidies,  granted  on  the  special 
needs  of  the  child,  range  from  providing  medical  assistance 
(Medicaid)  to  providing  financial  assistance  beyond  the  basic 
standard  foster-care  rate1  through  the  Supplemental  Reimbursement 
Program. 

At  the  end  of  FY '90,  3,358  children  were  receiving  adoption 
subsidies  and  509  children  were  receiving  guardianship  subsidies. 
This  was  a  10%  increase  in  adoption  subsidies  and  a  24%  increase 
in  guardianship  subsidies  over  last  year.  During  FY* 90,  454  (82%) 
of  the  554  adoptions  and  128  (54%)  of  the  237  guardianships 
received  subsidies.
